Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reference (s) of record do not teach or suggest, either singularly or in 
combination at least the limitation of a "first electrode, connected between the first type 
doped semiconductor layer of the first island structure and the second type doped 
semiconductor layer of the second island structure; and a second electrode, connected 
between the second type doped semiconductor layer of the first island structure and the 
first type doped semiconductor layer of the first island structure, wherein a LED is 
formed by the first electrode, the second electrode and the first island structure, and a 
shunt diode is formed by the first electrode, the second electrode and the second island 
structure, wherein the shunt diode is connected in parallel to the LED with an inverse 
bias compared to the LED" for claim 1 .
